With the 
New York legislature controlled on joint 
vallot by the democrats, as the returns now 
indicate, the problem of choosing a demo- 
cratic presidential candidate will be very 
much simplified, aud the party will 
enter the campaign united and with the 
prestige of the most’ complete and far- 
reaching victory ever known to American 
politics.

PRESIDENT OF THE FARMERS’ AlL-

Comments Upon the Situation in Kansas, and 
Attributes the Change of Sentiment to 
the Farmers’ Financial Distress. 


A special dispatch to Tur ConsTITUTION 
last evening, from Kanssas City, Ks.. 
summed up the situation in that state as 
follows: 

‘‘Late returns from Kansas indicate that the 
people’s movement has swept the state. 
Willets has, in all probability, been elected 
governor, over Robinson, democrat, and 
Humphrey, republican. There is every indi- 
cation that a republican majority of 52,000 
has been overcome, although Willets’ plural- 
ity will be small. 

“The returns received tonight are to the 
effect that the legislature will be anti-In- 
galls. The democratic committee claims the 
election of eighty-five democrats and alliance 
members—more than enough, regardless of 
the hold-over senators, to defeat Ingalls. 

‘In the first district Moonlight, §democrat, 
is elected, his plurality being about 
2,500. He will be the second democrat to 
represent Kansas in congress. The only re- 
publican congressman elected is Funston, 
in the second district. The other districts, 
from present reports, will send alliance- 
men. In almost every office in the state 
the farmers have captured the offices.” 

The opinion of Colonel L. L. Polk, of 
Raleigh, N. C., president of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union, 
who was in the city yesterday, was solic- 
ited upon the above dispatch. 

“It is what might be termed a political 
volcano eruption, is it not?” he said with 
an expressive smile. ‘There are two prin- 
cipal reasons, which I think will embody 
the primary root of this great revulsion of 
feeling. The first is the fact that the peo- 
ple of Kansas are awakening to the import- 
ance and absolute necessity of a pro- 
nounced position on the part of the people 
of the north against sectionalism. But it 
was Jeft to John J. Ingalls, in a speech 
in the senate characterized by political 
malice and sectional party hate, to touch 
the match to the magazime, the explosion 
of which has culminated in the elec- 
tion just held. Several prominent 
republicans wrote me at the time 
severely condemning Ingalls’s course. 
They had been his life-long friends, both 
in a personal and political sense, but they 
would never countenance political dema- 
goguery as demonstrated in that speech. 

“A meeting was finally held in March, at 
Topeka, at which a resolution was passed, 
repudiating any man who would support 
Ingalls in his course. The resolution was 
heartily indorsed by thousands, and led to 
the organization of the late movement, the 
result of which is announced in the dis- 
patches of today. 

“Sectional agitation has served the pur- 
poses of political demagogues in the 
north in holding the republican party 
together. When they saw the necessity of 
abandoning the bloody shirt racket, the 
82,000 majority stampeded and swept the 
state. I speak from personal knowledge 
of the status of opinion in that section, 
having conversed with thousands this fall, 
and it was made clear to me that a de- 
termined effort was going to be made to 
throw sectionalism into oblivion. I trust 
that the patriotic men of the south will 
meet these right-minded people half way 
and co-operate heartily with them in es- 
tablishing those amicable and mutually 
beneficial relations which cannot but make 
our glorious country stronger than it has 
ever been before. 

“The second reason lies in the wofully 
depressed financial condition of the farmers 
of that state. They believe that the chief 
cause of all this despyession is the dis- 
criminating legislation of the past twenty- 
five years, and they are going to work at 
the source of trouble—the national legisla- 
ture. 

‘“‘f am informed upon good authority that 
there are in the state of Kansas today 
10,000 sober, industrious, hard-working 
farmers, who are unable even to pay the 
interest on the mortgages with which their 
Jand and property are covered. They are 
hopelessly in debt and can only get relief 
in financial reform. I was prepared to hear 
very good news from the election, but I 
must say that the result has surpassed all 
my previous anticipations.’’

HORTON'S FATE, 


THE SLAYER OF JAKE GARNER MYS- 
ZERIOUSLY DISAPPEARS. 


Some Think He Has Been Done Away with 
by Garner's Friends, While Others 
Do Not Share the Suspicion, 


From The Sandersville, Ga., Progress, 

The Progress learns that fears are enter- 
tained by the friends of Mr. Ranse Horton as 
to his whereabouts. 

- We got our information last Saturday from 
a gentleman who is an intimate friend of Hor- 
ton. 

Readers of The Progress will remember that 
on the 13th of lastsSeptember Mr. Jacob Gar- 
ner was killed by Mr. Ranse Horton with a 
shotgun, at Walker’s ginhouse, near Lindsey, 
in this county. From reports that were pub- 
lished in The Progress, it appeared that Garner 
was shot for his undue familiarity with Hor- 
ton’s wife and his persistency in following the 
latter from place to place as they moved to 
getawayfrom him. The direct cause of the 
shooting, it was reported, was that Garner had 
circulated damaging reports concerning Mrs. 
Horton, and Mr. Horton could no longer sub- 
mit toit. 

As soon as he shot Garner, Horton went 
away. He was hunted by the authorities, but 
could riot be found. 

His friends gave assurance that he would 
appear at the proper time and stand trial, but 
thathe would not be caught until then, be- 
cause he did not want to lie in jail until 
superior court next March. 

A diligent lookont has been kept for Horton 
ever since the killing, but he has so far evaded 


| arrest. His friends, up to two weeks ago, have 


known where he was, but they, of course, 
would not betray him. , 

About two weeks ago, our informant told us 
Saturday, it was known by several of Garner’s 
friends in the Lindsey neighborhood that 
Horton was at a certain place. 

They got together and determined to catch 
him, if possible. They chased him, but 
whether or not they caught him is uncertain. 

This is the mysterious part of the affair. 
Since it was reported that the dead man's 
friends had found eut Horton’s whereabouts 
and had cliased him, nothing more has been 
learned of Horton. 

His most intimate friends, who were con- 
stantly in communication with him and knew 
of his hiding places at all times, have not seen 
or heard of him in over two weeks. 

Itis thought by some that Horton was 
caught and killed. This suspicion, however, 
isnot shared by a great many, who think 
Horton eiuded his pursuers and made good 
his escape. 

Horton’s friends are in great anxiety over 
his fate. Itis hoped that they are mistaken 
in their suspicion. The Progress does not be- 
lieve any of Garner's friends would take the 
law in their hands in this way.

Two Strong Men. 

In the congressional campaign which 
has just closed with such a happy cli- 
max for the democracy, two strong men 
loomed up as the leaders of the oppos- 
ing parties.

WHAT THREE NEWSPAPERS SAY. 


New York, November 5.—To The Consti- 
tution: The World will say editorially to- 
morrow ;: 

It was a national contest that closed with 
Tuesday's election. Except in Pennsylvania, the 
people voted on federal issues. Everywhere the 
lines were drawn on the deeds and misdeeds of 
the Harrison administration and of the speaker 
and his followers in the house of representatives. 

From one end of the country to the other, the 
talk of the street. of the shop and of the factory 
has been of the tariff, of Reed’s rules, of the pro- 
posed seizure of the general government by means 
of the force Dill. In 
the democratic party has won great 
victories in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and New Hampshire. Toe splendid 
campaign throughout that section of the country 
was fought on national issues. The interest of the 
Massachusetts people centered in the democratic 
candidate for governor, because Mr. Russell is one 
of the most attractive political figures of his time, 
and because he has gallantly conducted such a 
brilliant campaign as to excite the admiration 
and win the sympathy of the whole country. But 
in Massathusetts, as wel! as in the other New Eng- 
land states, the real concern was the congressional 
districts and the legislature. 

In every state the democrats have gained repre- 
sentatives and in one state, certain, perhaps in 
another, a United States senator. In each state 
the tariff question was put at the front in the 
democratic platform. In Connecticut the plat- 
form charged “the decline of over one-half in 
farm values of Connecticut to the prevailing re- 
publican tariff policy.” 

“We denounce,” it continued, “the radically 
unjust panic-breeding McKinley tariff bill, which 
will increase the cost of living and reduce the cost 
of luxuries. It is the most outrageous measure of 
taxation ever prepared in the American congress.” 

In New Hampshire, the democrats de- 
scribed the McKinley bill ‘‘as nothing less 
than a deed of conveyance by the republican party 
of the enormous power of federal taxation toa 
combinatien of manufacturers and trusts, in con- 
sideration of money advanced by them with 
which the election of Benjamin Harrison was 
purchased. 

The Massachusetts convention asserted that the 
“McKinley bill was the most iniquitous piece of 
legislation ever attempted in this country,” and 
insisted that free ore was needed for the “lan- 
guishing iron industry.” 

The Khode Island democrats demanded the 
“abolition of the custoéms taxon raw materials 
for the manfacturer.”’ 

The other paragraphs of these platforms 
were strong condemnations of Speaker Reed’s 
arbitrary administration of his office: of the un- 
seating of duly elected representatives, or the 
creat:6n of voters through states of the force bill; 
and the wild and reckless extravagance of the 
majority party. 

All the issues were national; but the most pow- 
erful appeal to New England was expressed in the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island platforms. It 
was in behalf of free raw materials for the manu- 
facturers. No state convention was held in New 
York, consequently no platform was adopted. But 
in the west, where the gains of congress- 
men indicated the prevalence of the same 
sentiment, the platforms spoke vig- 
orously on the _ tariif and on . other 
national issues. Nebraska, where a democratic 
congressman is gained, even the republican con- 
vention favored ‘‘a revision of the tariff in the in- 
terests of the produger and laborer.” The Indi- 
ana democrats denounced “the McKinley bill as 
the most outrageous measure of taxation ever 
proposed in the American congress.” Ticy said: 
‘It will make life harder for every farmer and 
wage-earner in the land, in orderthat the profits 
of monopolies and trusts may be swelled.” 

“We are in favor of a tariff for revenue oniy,” 
declared the Iowa demacrats. 


The [llionois demucrats asserted that a “tariff. 


is a tax,’ and insisted that it ought to 
be levied on luxuries and not the necessaries 
of life. They condemned “the McKinly' bill 
as a crime and conspiracy to im- 
poverish the nasses and enrich manufacturers al- 
ready millionaires.” While this great popular 
movement was undermining the republicans in 
Massachusetts, a deep and angry feeling pervaded 
New Qork. The immense storm of indignation 
against the misuse of power at Washington took 
within its impetuous sweep all minorand muni- 
cipal isames. Every democratic jtriumph was 
aay S national triumph. New York city had 
abundant cause of complaint against the repub- 
licans of the state, but the people voted for 
congressmen because New York’s commerce had 
been attacked and because the prices of the nec- 
essaries of life were going up in consequence of 
the McKinley act. This statute aroused oppuosi- 
tion even in the manufacturing cities of Roches- 
ter and Buffalo, while in the agricultural districts 
the farmer gave evidence that he at least recog- 
nized the fact that he was the burden-bearer of 
the protective system. 

Similar vigorous denunciations of the McKinley 
bill are to be found in the democratic platforms of 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, where the democrats 
have made large congressional gains. %n all these 
western states,the farmers were either active 
through their organized alliance or remained 

ively at home, permitting their old party to 

beaten. A great wave of national politics 
swept over the country, and the result demon- 
strates, beyond ashadow of a doubt, on which 
side of the controversy, made definite by the 
republican administration and the republican 
congress, are the people of the country. The 
victory is like that of Gettysburg. it 
was won by the intelligent and courageous men 
of the rank and ££ file.

“The first business in ‘order is the swearing 
in of the members, and this will now proceed 
under the guidance of Judge N. L. Hutchins, 
of the western circuit. Mr. Clerk, ca!l the 
roll.” 

SWEARING THEM IN. 

And as their names were cailed, the mem- 
bers would come to the front in groups of ten 
and kiss the Bibie on the following oath of 
office: 

“Do you solemnly swear that vou will snpport 
the constitution of this state and of the United 
States, and on all questions and measures which 
may come before you, you willso conduct yourself 
as willin your judgment be most conducive to 
the interests and prosperity of this state, so help 
you God.” 

When the representatives had all been 
sworn inand sealed their ailegiance to the 
welfare of Georgia with kisses ail around on 
the Bible which ex-Messenger J. R. Smith 
held out to them, Colonel Hardin stated that 
the house was ready to proceed with the elec- 
tion of its next speaker. 

NOMINATING THE SPEAKER. 

The clerk stated that no one was allowed to 
make any laudatory speech in nominating a 
candidate. 

Hon. Warner Hill, of Meriwether, was the 
first to rise for the purpose of making a nomi- 
nation for speaker, and said: 

‘Mr. Chairman, I take pleasure in naming 
Hon. Ciark Howell, of Fulton, for speaker of 
the house.”’ 

The nomination was received with 
applause, and in an  =instant a half 
dozen mem bers were on their 
feet to second it, among whom were Mr. Clif- 
ton, of Chatham, and Dr. R. H. Jackson, of 
Heard. 

Mr. McDonald, of Sumter, nominated his 
colleague, Hon. A. S. Cutts, of Americus, for

The nomination was seconded by Messrs.

There were no other nominations placed be- 
fore the house, and the clerk proceeded with 
the roli call and the voting proceeded, each 
member rising in his seat and announcing the 
name of his candidate when cailed upon. -

About the Session. 

Many think it will be a short session, and 
one thing is certain, it has started out with an 
air of business about it. 

Mr. W. H. Fleming, however, says there is 
much to be done, and speaking on this line 
said: 

“As regards the length of the sesion, I am 
in favor of getting down to our work and com- 
pleting itas soon as possible. But there is 
one important matter that will probably make 
a summer session necessary. It will be the 
duty. of this genera] assembly to re-apportion 
the state representatives amorg the counties 
and re-arrange the state senatorial districts, 
andin all probability the congressional dis- 
tricts, in accordance with the United States 
census of 1890. 

“Wo might get the official returns at once 
from the census bureau and settle the question 
so far as it relates to state representatives and 
state senators, but to fix the congressional dis- 
tricts will require the basis of apportionment 
which is to be determined by congress. 

Now in the mattér of the last census, owing 
to delay in the returns, congress did not pass 
the apportionment bill until February 25, 1582, 
and consequently our general assembly 1880-1 
had no work of this kind todo. It went over 
till 1882-3. But the returns of the ceusus of 
1890 are being pushed up, and there is no 
doubt, I presume, that the present republican 
congress will pass the next apportionment 
bill. But that will hardly be done befdére 
Christmas, as congress does not meet until 
December. 

In case the present legislature should not 
act upon this subject, the apportionment bill 
would doubtless provide in some way for elect- 
ing congressmen at large, if Georgia’s number 
should be increased. Ifit remains the same, 
we would still have to make some changes in 
the lines of the districts, so as to conform to 
the basis of represeutation.

“T suppose it may have grown out of the | 


fact that on yesterday the Savannah, Griffin 
and North Alabama, the southern connection 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, was 
sold at receiver’s sale, and that doubtless 
some one in the interest of the 
Central bought it. The rumor may also 
have originated from the fact that there has 
been, recently, considerable trading among 
themselves on the part of the stockholders of 
the Rome and Carrollton Construction Com- 
pany which built the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus. Soine of these stockholders have 
bought the holdings of others, and some men 
who have been identitied with the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus having thus parted 
with their stock and other securities, this 
may have givén rise to the rumors of sale and 
so forth.

TALKS ABOUT NATIONAL POLITICS— 
MORAL OF THE ELECTION, 


The Aposties of Hate Remanded to the 
Kear—The Alliance Doing Good 
Missionary Work Out West. 


Hon. Thomas M. Norwood came in from Sa- 
vannah on the 5:40 o’clock train yesterday 
evening, and was among his friends at the 
Kimball house last night. 

He looked a little travel-worn, but his cén- 
versation showed the usual spirit and iticisive- 
ness. In regard tothe senatorial race he was 
not disposed to express himself, but on national 
politice he talked freely and with considerable 
enthusiasm. 

“The news is indeed cheering,” said he. 
**The revulsion is so great that it has unusual 
significance. The people will not en- 
dorse the McKinley tariff bill or the revo- 
lutionary tactics of the republicans in 
the house. The returns show something more 
than a democratic victory. Even a part of the 
republican party has revolted against the 
policy of its leaders. 

“A point which should be emphasized is 
that the country has rebuked the attitude of 
republican leaders toward the south. Those 
leaders, Reed, McKinley, Ingalls and men of 
their views, conscientiously believe—if the 
word conscience may be applied to the repub- 
lican party—that the south has no rights 
Which they are bound to respect. They re- 
gard us as outlaws and rebels, they say we 
tried to destroy the government once, and 
they» think we have no. right’ to 
&@ voice in its control now. In 
this state of mind they think it no wrong to 
unseat southern members as they have done 
during the past session. 

‘“‘I rejoice especially at the defeat of Senator 
Ingalls. Heis the apostle of hate, and has 
been since he came to the senate, about 1872. 

“He has been defeated by the people’s 
ticket, which is understood to be an alliance 
movement. For years it has been im- 
possible to reach the people of Kansas. 
if a man went before them and discussed the 
tariff, presenting the arguments in support of 
the democratic position, it was only necessary 
for a republican to appeal to their prejudices 
by telling them to look at Cleveland’s ap- 
pointments and see that he had -appointed a 
rebel general minister to Russia, another rebel 
minister to Mexico, and had puta third rebel 
on the supreme bench to judge of their rights 
and liberties. Upon this those people became 
as deaf as cattle to any argument. 

“Ingalls and men like him have cultivated 
thoseprejudices, and for years the people of 
Kansas were out of reach of the democrats. 
The alliance has brought the.people together 
upon a plane where they. will listen to reason. 
[ts work has had the effect of burying preju- 
dice, and people have become tired of the 
oid appeals to passion, and they have set their 
faces against the men whiose work is on that 
line. I think there is great hope of bringing 
the sections of the country together through 
the woyk of the alliance. It is bringing them 
to understand that, before a reconciliation 
can take place, the ministers of hate 
must be retired, The returns show 
that the people have determined to do this, 

and with other men coming into congress 
from the north without the old prejudices 
against the south, the prospect for friendly re- 
lations between the sections is most encourag- 
ing. 

“If the alliance had done nothing else it 
would have done much, and inthis it has 
great reward.”’
